TUB managers of the Centennial 


Exposition arc entitled to public gtfii- 
itude for demonstrating that, without 
the grasp of the one-man pewer, a po- 
lice force as intelligent and effective as 
that of Paris in the best days of the 
Second Empire can be organized in 
America. When the Exposition was 
first opened thieves and pickpockets 
flocked to Philadelphia, anticipating a 
rich harvest during the season. They 
began at once to "work the grounds," 
but were amazed to find how soon most 
of them were picked up, and put 
through the process of the law in the 
Magistrate's Court, which is establish*, 
ed OB the grounds, and is in daily ses- 
sion. The detective force is, perhaps, 
one of the finest ever organized in the 
United States. 
Made up of esperi- 


eooed men from various cities of the 
country, and daily comparing "noteij 
and photographs of noted rogues, it 
became almost impossible for a known 
thict to put his nos» inside the gates 
before he was arrested and sent to jail. 
One expert thief was caught in the act 
of picking a pocket, and taken to the 
Court. He attempted to show that he 
was an Italian who had not been fifteen 
days in the country, but a New Orleans 
detective came forward and identified 
him as an old and very dangerous fel- 
low from that .city. Tbe grand'jury 
was in session, a bill was at once found, 
his case called, and before sunset he 
found himself tried, proven gmilty, and 
sentenced to the penitentiary for seven 
years. This is but one of many in- 
stances showing the promptness of the 
eflicient agents of the Commission. It 
soon became perilous for a thief to be 
seen ia the 
neighborhood of the, 


grounds. The officers did not wait for 
the overt act. They were arrested on 
suspicion, and if proven ,to be thieves, 
it was sufficient to secure them terms of 
imprisonment to the full extent ot the 
law. 
As a consequence, since mid- 


summer, the cases of pocket-picking in 
the grounds have been exceedingly 
rare, and property is as safe inside the 
inclosnre as it would be in a country 
Tillage, where thieves are comparatively 
unknown.
